DEAR POLLY — I own a good suede coat and hope 
you or some reader can advise me concerning its care. 
the price of getting such a coat cleaned is so outrageous 
I cannot afford it Mine has some spots that are not 
greasy but more like rain and ice cream I would ap­ 
preciate it very much if someone could give me some 
help — ANN. 
DEAR ANN — I have come to the conclusion that my 
suede coat is quite a luxury, even though I was advised 
at the time of purchase not to have it professionally 
cleaned more than once every two years if at all possi­ 
ble. Spot clean when need be. There is a nationally 
known brand of no-ring suede cleaner that the maker of 
my coat recommended. Ask for it at better department 
stores, leather goods stores, etc. 
Ordinarily put a little talcum powder on the collar 
where the neck touches the suede after each wear. Then 
brush off with a suede brush. Do same around lower 
edges of sleeves. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is to hear someone say "I 
am disgustingly healthy." I am so thankful for my health 
Another Peeve is to hear one speak of new babies as “ just 
vegetables " I still think they're all beautiful and I am in my

DEAR POLLY — Very often I hear someone say “ I cannot 
remember if I took my medicine" A sure way to remember is 
to place the supply of pills, capsules, etc. needed for one day in 
a separate container when you get up Then it is easy to count 
those that remain and know how many have been taken. If the 
medicine is liquid write down the time it is to be taken for one 
day. As it is taken, check off that time and you cannot go 
wrong In other words, place a check mark on that hour. —

DEAR POLLY — When removing a hot dish from the oven 
to cool, I slip a burner top from the stove and put under it. This 
not only protects the cabinet top, but allows the heat to escape 
from underneath the pan 
I set frozen packages I want to thaw on opened plastic egg 
cartons The cups catch any moisture that escapes from the 
package and still allows the air to circulate under it. 
To make opening the door easier for a small child, we tack­ 
ed a short length of a leather shoe lace on the screen door, but 
lower down than the handle This way, especially if there are 
steps, the screen door is easier to open. 
I save all my old pillowcases to use underneath my good 
ones. This helps keep the pillows clean in case I am short of 
pillow protectors or do not want to launder them so often. —

Kathy Klabunde, a sales 
coordinator for Field Enter­ 
prises, said they have not 
received any com plaints 
from subscribers or readers 
about 
M iss 
Cooper’s 
‘‘trouble’’ and they have not 
tried to influence Saunders’ 
copy. 
“ We don’t try to restrain 
our authors, our comic strip 
editors,” she said. “ I’m sure 
Mr. Saunders is doing it in 
the best possible taste. 
“ The girl is a typical, all- 
American girl. There will be 
no attempt whatsoever to 
glamorize this.” 
Saunders, contacted by 
telephone at his home in 
Ohio, said he is “ getting 
nothing but interest. So far 
there 
has 
not 
been 
one 
critical note.” 
Saunders said he and 


Ernst, who lives in Oregon, 
developed the idea during 
several years of telephone 
conversations. 
“ We have talked a good 
many years that this was a 
story that Mary Worth ought 
to tell because over the years 
the strip has dealt with 
emotional and psychological 
problems,” Saunders said. 
“ We felt this is a story we 
could tell w ith good taste and 
hopefully make some impact 
on the problem , so we 
decided to go ahead and do 
it. 
“ We felt that showing the 
tragedy that results from the 
new promiscuity that we 
might just possibly make 
some young girl, who would 
be otherwise tempted (to be 
promiscuous), think twice. .. 
We have a great many young 
girl readers and we thought 
it was a healthy thing for 
them to read about — to 
show them the foolishness of 
ignoring the consequences. 
“ You have the effect on 
the parents and the girl’s 
future and not least of all the 
child itself.” 
Saunders said Miss Cooper 
will never tell who the child’s 
father is. 
“ The girl very stubbornly 
refused to tell who he is,” 
Saunders said. 
“ Actually, 
the young man never ap­ 
pears, except very casually 
— a flashback, I believe.”
